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Windbreaks  for  the  Poultry  Yard. 

The  subject  of  windbreaks  is  amost  im- 
portant one  at  this  particular  time  of  the 
year.  For  among  the  chief  causes  of  head 
and  throat  Uoubles  among  poultry  are  strong 
winds  from  which  they  cannot  find  shelter 
unless  well  housed,  In  a  lack  of  the  proper 
use  of  windbreaks,  I  think,  lies  part  the 
difference  in  result  so  often  gained  by  those 
who  keep  poultry  for  eggs.  Some  can  pro 
duce  eggs  in  cold  houses,  their  birds  running 
outside  f  reely,  or  at  will;  other  find  that 
this  method  brings  failure  every  time —  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  way  to  harmonize  these 
opposing  results.  It  is  my  impression  that 
those  who  practice  this  outdoor  system  suc- 
cessfully are  supplied,  either  through  hir- 
cumstances  or  by  design,  with  plenty  of 
good  windbreaks  where  the  birds  may  be 
comfortable  while  still  in  the  open  sun  and 
air,  and  that  many  failures  may  be  attribut 
ed  to  the  lack  of  such  provision. 

On  a  laige  farm  witn  plenty  of  buildings 
and  building  angles,  there  are  almost  sure  to 
be  numbers  of  places  of  retreat  where  the 
sun  strikes  and  the  wind  does  not.  And  I 
suspect  that  the  possession  such  resorts  may 
be  the  key  to  the  vexed  problem  as  to  why 
some  quiet  farmer  who  follows  go-as-you- 
please  mathodr  sometimes  succeeds  in  the 
face  of  apparent  neglect,  and  puts  to  shame 
neighbor  poultry  men  who  are  trying  hard 
to  follow  the  road  which  the  majority  have 
marked  "success."  Evey  woman  who  has  a 
bed  of  choice  bulbs  or  other  flowers  in  a 
sunny,  sheltered  angle  o(  the  buildings  can 
testify  (with  many  references  to  the  total 
deprivity  of  the  birds)  that  there,  and  there 
o.ily  perhaps,  will  the  birds  persist  in 
staying  and  dusting.  Why  not?  They 
select  it  for  the  very  same  reasons  that 
commend  it  to  the  plant  lover;  and  the  fight 
is  always  on.  1  know  places  where  for 
twenty-five  years  the  battle  has  raged  be- 
tween succeasive  generations  of  hens  and 
the  flower  mistress.  Both  sides  want  the 
same  corner  because  both  sides  know  its 
advantages.  Neither  will  give  up  and 
each,  I  presume,  berates  the  other.  Perhaps 
to  the  credit  of  the  hen  that  she  it  is 
knows  when  she  is  comfortable;  certainly 
she  puts  eggs  to  her  own  credit  and  that  of 
her  owner  many  times  insight  of  him,  jest 
because  she  insists  on  staying  where  she  is 
comfortable. 

Of  all  the  windbreaks  which  I  have  "seen 
I  think  the  hens  like  a  good  solid  hedge  or 
clump  of  eveigreens,  to  either  side  of  which 
they  may  follow  the  sun,   and  under  ihe 


edge  of  which  they  may  loaf  or  work  busily  ' 
as  occasion  offer.  And  I  sometimes  wonder 
if  ea'-h  run  would  not  be  the  better  for  one 
good  evergreen  branched  to  the  ground. 
Trees  in  a  poultry  run  are  not  an  unmixed 
advantage;  yet,  as  regards  fruit  trees,  most 
poultry  keepers  believe  the  advantages  are 
greater  the  disadvantages,  and  they  work 
out  their  belief  by  planting  the  trees  there 
but  a  tree  which  takes  space  without  yield- 
ing fruit  would  lead  to  more  mental  ques- 
tioning, and  I  fear  the  question  would  too 
often  be  decided  against  the  mere  shelter 
and  shade  tree.  So  prone  is  mankind  to  re- 
quire double  and  treble  duty  from  all  helpers 
if  possible  to  the  pocket's  advantage.  Once 
convince  a  man  that  the  evergreen  was  a 
money  making  investment  and  he  would  be 
with  you  fast  enough;  but  here  lies  the  dif- 
ficulty. At  the  least,  I  commend  the 
thought  to  consideration  of  poultry  raisers, 
and  ask  them  not  to  forget  that  the  ever- 
green is  as  good  in  winter  as  in  the  sum- 
mer—  if  not  better  than  when  only  shade 
is  required  of  it. 

Many  a  poultry  plant  of  moderate  size  is 
being  built  up  on  new  building  lots,  desti- 
tute in  part,  and  oftener  wholly,  of  trees, 
and  few  buildings.  The  swarming  subur- 
banites of  every  grade  are  apt  to  put  up 
houses  own  in  the  '"building  and  loan"  and 
to  dabble  in  poultry.  Many  of  them  en- 
large after  a  little,  and  often  they  develop 
quite  a  little  poultry  place.  Such  places 
usually  need  artificial  windbreaks  for  the 
colder  seasons  at  least.  The  corn  "poultry 
house"  of  the  prairies  and  of  the  poor  should 
give  a  hint  to  such  as  need  one.  Both  corn 
stalks  and  bundle  straw  may  be  sat  up  and 
anchored  for  temporary  use  in  this  way;  and 
they  need  not  be  entirely  wasted  (I  suppose 
many  would  denominate  it  waste),  because 
they  may  furnish  litter  larger,  even  though 
it  be  not  of  the  best  quality. 

Even  a  low  wall  of  earth,  behind  which 
the  fowls  may  gather,  is  far  better  than  no 
shelter  and  this  may  be  had  anywhere  at 
the  cost  of  a  little  work.  I  think  the  major- 
ity do  not  realize  how  the  birds  handicapped 
in  wind.  If  they  face  it  while  it  bows  on 
their  heads  they  will  soon  be  in  the  grasp 
of  some  of  the  many  head  and  throat  di- 
seases to  which  they  are  subject.  If  they 
face  away  from  it  blows  under  their  feath- 
ers, and  theylose  the  benefit  of  their  warm 
thatch  of  natural  "windbreak." 

A  neater  method  of  breaking  the  wind 
lies  in  construcing  low  board  walls  for 
winter  windbreaks  These  should  be  placed 
at  west,   northwest,  or  north,   usually — at 


least  where  they  will  break  the  most  frepuent 
keen  strong  winds.  If  made  to  high  the 
wind  may  overturn  them.  I  notice  real 
estate  sign  boards  are  often  perforated  to 
break  the  force  of  the  impact  of  the  wind 
against  them.  This  would  not  work  with 
windbreaks  for  poultry  unless  it  were  high 
up;  in  most  cases  they  would  not  be  high 
enough  to  make  it  necessary.  And,  often, 
it  would  be  in  the  plan  to  lay  them  aside 
during  the  warmer  season,  as  they  do  not 
add  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  place  unless 
draped  with  vines. 

One  who  can  not  ferret  out  causes  which 
lead  to  certain  results  will  scarcely  succeed 
with  poultry.  We  all  need  to  impress  our 
minds  with  the  thought  thfat  wall  cracks, 
cold  air  layers  inside  the  house,  and  strong 
keen  winds  outside,  are  three  strong  produc- 
ing causes  of  colds  which  will  run  into  roup 
if  the  ill  continued.  Right  here  is  the  com 
mon  point  of  failures;  ill  conditions  are 
allowed  to  continue,  while  medicine  is  re- 
sorted to  in  an  attempt  to  cure  multifarious 
ill  effect  from  a  sure  and  continous  produc- 
ing cause.  The  best  medicine,  always,  is  to 
remove  the  cause  of  the  trouble.  If  this  is 
not  done  it  is  worse  than  saving  at  the  spi- 
got to  waste  at  the  bunghole,  so  long  a" syn- 
onym of  folly. — M.  V,  Norys,  in  Farm- 
Poultry.

Buying  Birds  for  Breeding. 

Pure-breed  fowls  are  frequently  bought 
in  the  fall,  and  care  should  be  used  to  secure 
healthy  birds  for  adding  to  the  flock,  as  it 
is  difficult  to  detect  disease  without  a  close 
examination  which  is  something  seldom  done 
by  those  who  procure  fowls  from  elsewhere. 
Nor  should  the  vigilance  be  confined  to  the 
individual  birds;  the  entire  flocks  of  which 
the  birds  are  members  should  he  carefully 
looked  after,  as  disease  in  the  flock  of 
some  neigbor  may  be  carried  elsewhere  by 
apparently  healthy  birds  taken  from  such 
flock.  Roup  is  often  present  in  an  in- 
cipient stage  in  a  flock,  and  it  wakes  its 
appearance  under  the  first  favorable  circum- 
stance. It  is  advised  that  farmers  should 
never  buy  a  hen  from  another  flock  without 
careful  inspection,  if  it  can  be  avoided. 

Now  is  the  time  to  make  the  necessary  re- 
pairing about  your  buildings  before  winter 
sets  in.

After  all  the  the  trouble  of  rearing  a 
flock  of  pullets  for  winter  layers  they  may 
turn  out  to  be  a  crowd  of  egg-eaters.  You 
can  have  no  positive  assurance  that  this  will 
not  be  the  case,  no  matter  what  pains  you 
take  to  pievent  it.  All  poultrymen  are  to  a 
greater  or  lesser  extent  troubled  with  egg- 
eating  hens,  and  those  who  have,  been  the 
longest  in  the  business  have  the  least  faith 
in  curing  the  vice  after  it  has  been  formed. 

Various  plans  are  published  from  time  to 
time  for  putting  a  stop  to  egg-eating  in  the 
poultry  house,-  and  the  people  who  offer 
these  suggestions  believe  they  are  rendering 
a  service  to  the  public  by  making  them 
known.  And  so  they  are.  They  make  it 
possible  for  some  people  to  put  a  check  upon 
the  vice  for  a  limited  period.  The  mistake 
they  make  is  in  advertising  a  cure  for  the 
;  egg-eating  vice  All  socalled  cures  of  this 
kind  are  of  a  temporary  character.  The  on- 
ly cure  for  an  egg-eating  hen  is  to  kill  her. 


Breeding  Poultry. 

Those  interese'd  in  breeding  poultry  for 
any  purpose  may  '.hey  be  a  fancier, or  breed- 
er- for  common  market  purposes,  should  give 
rri'ore  attention  to  breeding  in  line  to  im- 
prove their  stock.

has  no  place  in  company  with  up-to-date 
successful  farmer. 

The  poultry  wealth  of  this  country  has 
become  too  great  to  be  looked  upon  as  an 
insignificant  matter,  and  a  large  percent  of 
the  most  energetic  have  taken  the  hint,  and 
are  making  poultry  pay  equally  as  good  pro 
fits  for  the  time  and  cost,  as  they  are  from 
anything  else  on  the  farm.

The  best  kind  I 
know  is  fixed  with  a  lamp  under  to  heat  the 
earth.

Color  of  the  Shells. 


It  is  a  mistake  to  keep  more  fowls  than 
c.in  be  accommodated,  simply  to  wait  for 
th-'  warm  weather  of  spring  for  them  to  be- 
gin laying.  Cull  out  all  the  unprofitable 
membtrs  of  ihe  flock.  In  s  >me  cities  eggs 
with  dark  shells  are  prelerred,  while  in 
others  the  preference  is  for  the  white  eggs. 
There  is  also  a  prejudice  on  the  part  of 
some  pale  yolks.  Experiments  show  that 
the  color  of  the  shell  has  no  influence  what- 
ever on  the  quality  of  the  eggs,  and  that 
the  color  of  the  yolk  depends  upon  the  food. 
Yellow  corn,  carrots  and  clover  will  give 
color  to  the  yolk  of  the  egg,  but  a  yellow 
yolk  is  not  richer  than  a  pale  one.  The 
fact  that  a  perfect  chick  can  be  hatched 
from  a  pale-yolk  egg  as  well  as  from  a 
yellow-yolk  egg  is  evidence  that  the  con- 
tents of  both  are  alike.

Richness  in  Eggs. 

Whether  brown  e^gs  weie  richer  than 
while  ones  was  made  the  subject  of  an  ex- 
amination by  the  California  experiment 
station  recently.  The  matter  was  taken  up 
at  the  instance  of  the  United  States  depart- 
ment of  agriculture  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining whether  there  was  any  basis  of  fact 
for  this  popular  opinion.  Chemical  analysis 
did  not  bear  out  the  claim  and  the  physical 
examination  proved  that  the  main  points  of 
supenotity,  though  extremely  insignificant, 
were  possessed  by  the  white  eggs.  It  is 
conceded,  however,  that  the  difference  is  to 
insignificant  to  warrant  any  egg  producer 
changing. 

Handling  Sick  Birds. 

When  a  bird  becomes  sick  it  should  be 
placed  in  a  coop  by"itself;  or  a  number  may 
be  put  togather,  so  as  to  permit  of  handling 
them  without  frightening  the  others.  If  a 
bird  refuses  to  eat  it  indicates  that  it  is  a 
serious  cast.  Food,  however,  should  not 
be  forced  upon  them  other  to  give  them 
something  nourishing.  A  tablespocnful  of 
warm  milk  with  two  drops  of  brandy  will 
often  invigorate  a  sick  bird  and  induce  it  to 
eat, and  for  that  purpose  oatmeal  boiled  in 
milk  to  a  thick  consistency  is  excellent.  A 
little  finely  chopped  meat  often  proves  quite 
beneficial,  but  it  is  well  not  to  force  too 
much  at  a  lime  upon  them. 


Youijg  and  old  birds  do  much  better  in 
small  flocks  than  in  large  -ones.especicially 
where  the  range  is  limited.  In  young  birds, 
those  of  the  same  age  and  size  should  be 
kept  together  If  room  is  limited,  select 
out  the  most  promising  cockerels  and  give 
them  separate  quarters,  doing  the  same  with 
the  most  promising  pullets.  This  will  give 
them  a  better  ch.  nce  10  develop  their  best 
qualities,  where  ample  room  can  be  had,  it 
is  a  good  plan  to  grade  the  cpckerels  and 
puliets  according  to  the  quality  shown  at 
the  lime  dividing  them  into  lots  ol  15  to  30 
according  to  size  of  roosting  room  and  yard 
range,  then,  as  often  happens,  as  a  bird  in 
a  lower  grade  devefops  unexpected  quality 
trasfer  it  to  a  higher  grades  and  where  birds 
in  higher  grades  show  a  dropping  off  in 
.quality  transfer  them  to  their  proper  place. 
One  may  thus  study  their  unfoldii  g  of  qual- 
ities of  sha'ie  and  color  to  better  advantage 
than  in  a  large  miscellaneous  flock. 


Eggs  should  never  be  sent  to  market  when 
soiled  in  the  least.  Thev  should  be  kept 
clean  in  the  first  place,  but,  if  by  chance 
they  do  become  dirty,  they  should  lie  thor- 
oughly washed.  Poultrymen  and  farmers 
can  hardly  afford  loss  from  this  cause.  Eggs 
that  cannot  be  cleaned,  should  be  nsed^at 
home.  Make  it  an  invariable  rule  to  sen  1 
your  eggs  to  market  in  a  .vay  that  will  add 
to  and  not  detract  from  their  sale.  Some 
people  prefer  a  brown-shelled  egg,  while 
others  want  ihe  pure  white  ones.  It  is  tV  re 
fore  wise  to  assort  them  to  meet  the  wants 
of  customers'.  It  p  iys  to  cater  to  the  bit)  ing 
public.
